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Aims and Scope 


Information Processing and Management, formerly Information Storage and Retrieval. This re-named journal is concerned with reporting the inter- 
related advances in information processing and communication which are producing rapid and significant changes in information generation, 
transmission, storage, retrieval and utilization. Particular attention will be given to the research and development and implementation of 
nontraditional approaches to the management and utilization of information and knowledge processed for the growing number of large data banks, 
information systems, libraries and networks being created by government, business and industry. 

The predecessor journal /nformation Storage and Retrieval has been re-oriented to reflect the growing need for librarians, information scientists 
ind other information managers to deal with the total information process as a social and national resource. Libraries. information centers and other 
information-oriented organizations, are developing new kinds of central service functions, providing a wealth of services of an educational, informa- 
tive and research nature critical to the growth of knowledge not only in the sciences and technologies, but also in all areas essential! for economic 
and social advance 

The journal will treat the role, nature and impact of information processing and management in the light of these needs. Functionally, the journal 
will be concerned with the analysis, description and organization of information processing systems, and their management for improving the 
effectiveness and efficiency of information transfer and use. Information processing and management will be viewed as a means of augmenting the 
problem-solving and decision-making functions of individual organizations. The journal will publish papers in the context of this goal, including 
but not limited to research on information storage and retrieval. 

Information Processing and Management will concentrate on applications relating to generation, processing, transfer and use of information as 
defined by the following keywords and phrases:

In addition to the publication of papers in the fields of information processing and management, the journal will also carry reviews by invitation 
of the editors, plus the following features on a regular basis: (a) Preliminary Communications, to provide for rapid reporting of new developments 
and discoveries; (b) Research Clearinghouse, drawing on several national and international sources of information on recent and ongoing research; 
(c) Reports and Theses, providing annotations or abstracts of reports and theses in the field; (d) Book reviews. 

Related journals: The Information Sciences are broad interdisciplinary subjects which cannot be covered adequately by a single journal. 
Information Processing and Management concentrates on those aspects of information systems emphasizing the transfer of information through libraries 
and information centers. The complementary journal Information Systems concentrates on Generalized Data Base Management Systems, their 
design, interfaces and applications. ,

|. The Editors will be pleased to receive contributions from all parts of the world and manuscripts 
for publication should be sent to any one of the Editors. 


2. (i) Reviews offered should constitute outstanding critical appraisals of published material and 
will be published only occasionally. 

(ii) The Editors will welcome suggestions and recommendations for the translation and full pub- 
lication of outstanding papers, not available in English, in which there is likely to be a very considerable 
interest. 

(iii) Letters to the Editor should not exceed 400 words in length and may be: 

(a) criticisms of articles recently published in the Journal; 
(b) preliminary announcements of original work of importance warranting immediate pub- 
lication. 

3. Only papers not previously published will be accepted and authors must agree not to publish 
elsewhere a paper submitted to and accepted by the Journal. 

4. All contributions are to be in English. 


5. Manuscripts should be typed with double spacing on one side of the paper only and submitted 
in duplicate with ample margins. Pages should be numbered consecutively. 


6. Manuscripts should begin with the title of the article, the author’s name, and the address from 
which the communication comes. In the case of co-authors, respective addresses should be clearly 
indicated, as well as which author is to receive correspondence and proofs for correction. Corrections 


to proofs should be restricted to printer’s errors only. Other than these, very substantial alterations 
will be charged to the author. 


7. The essential contents of each paper should be briefly recapitulated in a summary. 

8. Half-tone illustrations are to be restricted to the minimum necessary. They should accompany 
the script and should not be included on manuscript pages. Line drawings should include all relevant 
details and originals; no photo-prints should be sent. Photographs should be enlarged sufficiently to 
permit clear reproduction in half-tone. If words or numbers are to appear on a photograph two 
prints should be sent, the lettering being clearly indicated on one print only. Drawings, etc. should 
be about twice the final size required and lettering must be clear and “‘open”’, and sufficiently large to 


permit the necessary reduction of size. Computer print-outs will normally be photo-reproduced. 


9. References to published literature should be quoted in the text in square brackets. References 
should be listed together at the end of the paper in numerical order. Double-spacing must be used 
throughout. Journal or book references should be arranged thus:

10. To conserve space, authors are requested to mark the less important parts of the paper (such 
as records of experimental results) for printing in smaller type. For long papers (more than 4000 words) 
sections which could be deleted without destroying either the sense or the continuity of the paper should 
be indicated as a guide for the editor. 


11. All Greek letters and unusual symbols should be identified by name in the margin, the first 
time they are used. 


12. Nomenclature should conform to that most frequently used in the technical field concerned. 


13. In the interest of economy and in order to avoid the-introduction of errors, tables will be 
reproduced by photo-offset means directly from the authors’ typed manuscripts. This will materi- 
ally reduce costs of publication and reduce setting delays. Tables should be submitted in a form 
suitable for direct reproduction. The guidelines detailed below should be followed: 

. Page size should be 8.5 x 11 in. (or 21 x 30cm). 
Large or long tables should be typed on continuing sheets. 
. Table headings should be typed on separate sheets but identifying numbers should be placed on 
the upper righthand corner of each sheet of tabular material. 
4. Original typed tables are required. 
It will be the author's responsibility to prepare his tables in accordance with this procedure as no 
facilities exist at the Editorial Office for retyping. In case of difficulty please consult the Photorepro- 
graphic Unit of your institution. 

14. Figure legends should be typed on a separate sheet and placed at the end of the manuscript, as 

should Table footnotes. 


15. The original manuscript and diagrams will be discarded one month after publication unless the 
Publisher is requested to return original material to the author. 
16. Reprints may be purchased on a reprint order form which will accompany proofs. 


17. A voluntary page charge at the rate of US $35.00 per page has been established for articles 
contributed to the journal. This page charge is voluntary and its payment or non-payment will not 
affect acceptance for publication. 
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
